First PCC prepares 


Lawrence John interviews 
Northants Police and Crime 
Commissioner Adam Simmonds 


to leave post 
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Outgoing Northampton¬ 
shire Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) Adam 
Simmonds feels the role is 
something akin to being an 
elected mayor. 

Mr Simmonds, 38, who 
officially leaves his job at 
midnight on May 11 and is 
not seeking re-election said: 
“My role has included hold¬ 
ing the chief constable to 
account, the police budget, 
changing the rules about 
police stop and search and 
trying to make Northamp¬ 
tonshire a safer place. 

“I would say being PCC, 
especially in Northampton¬ 
shire, is very much like 
being an elected mayor of a 
city. 

“The mayor has much 
more freedom to get 
involved in lots of things 
and this is what I think 
should happen with the 
PCC. 

“He/she could get involved 
in a lot more such as public 
health. 

“There are a lot of public 
services which could be 


included. The PCC is like 
the mayor of a city directly 
elected and the mayor 
serves on public health and 
gets involved in elements of 
transport.” 

It has been nearly four 
years since Mr Simmonds 
was elected as the first PCC 
for the county and it has 
been a role which he has 
relished but one which he 
was extremely nervous 
about even when he was 
elected in May 2012. 

Recalling those months 
before he won the election, 
Mr Simmonds said: “I could 
not sleep the night before 
the count and felt sick at the 
count. 

“I had to resign from my 
job with Northamptonshire 
County Council when I got 
selected and for six months 
I was out of work. 

“When I got elected I was 
excited to be in a position to 
do this job as it was some¬ 
thing I had wanted to do. 

“The best thing about the 
job was no one had ever 
done it before in 


Northamptonshire. All the 
job had was the act of pow¬ 
ers which were given to the 
PCC for me to follow, every¬ 
thing after that you had to 
create yourself.” 

Speaking about safety in 
the county and the level of 
crime he said: “It is definite¬ 
ly a safer place than it was 
four years ago. 

“Being a safer place is 
work in progress as I wanted 
to make Northamptonshire 
the safest place in England. 

“There have been huge 


steps forward with an addi¬ 
tional 900 specials on the 
beat, more than any other 
county. 

“There have been some 
tragic incidents and we all 
need to work harder to 
make it even safer. 

“It does come down to 
people’s perceptions. 

“They may walk home 
through a community they 
do not live in and feel they 
are not safe. We need to see 
where they believe their 
community is and find out 


their perceptions of crime.” 

And for his plans after the 
election, he added: “What 
am I doing next? If I had a 
£1 for every time I had been 
asked that then I could 
retire. I am writing a book 
about my four years as PCC 
but after that I do not know 
yet.”

Bid to save statue 
from export fails

A last minute plan to save a 
4,500-year-old statue sold by 
Northampton Borough 
Council for £15.8 million, 
and share it between Egypt 
and Britain, has failed. 

The deadline for a UK 
export licence deferral 
passed on April 1 and as no 
offer was received, the 
Egyptian Sekhemka statue 
will now be able to leave the 
country. 

It had been hoped that 
groups in Britain and Egypt 
would be able to find a buyer 



to rescue Sekhemka and put 
it on display at museums in 
both countries for six months 
at a time. 

But as the campaigners 
were unable to find a buyer in 


time, the owner of the statue 
- reported to be an American 
collector - has now been 
granted an export licence 
from the Government. 

A spokesperson for the 
Department of Culture, 
Media and Sport said: “After a 
year under export deferral, 
no buyer has come forward to 
purchase the Sekhemka 
statue. 

“As such, an export licence 
will now be issued to the 
owner.” 

The statue was sold by the 
council in 2014 to fund an 
expansion of the town’s 
museum.

‘Club’s success 
benefits us all’

Three points are all that stand 
between Northampton Town and 
promotion to the third tier of English 
football. 

But turn the clock back five months, 
and six days were all that stood 
between the Cobblers and the end of 
its 119-year tenure. 

Their success is not only benefiting 
the club, but - according to the chief 
executive of the town’s business 
network - it is a big plus for the 
county, too. 

Paul Griffiths, chief execu¬ 
tive of Northants Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “It’s fantas¬ 
tic to see the Cobblers 
performing well on the pitch 
and it’s great to see the num¬ 
ber of people in the county 
getting behind their club. 

“Sporting successes from any 
of our local teams helps to put the 
county’s name on the map. They can 
also be beneficial to the local economy 
in terms of generating increased reve¬ 
nue and employment opportunities - 
not just for the clubs themselves but to 
the wider business community.” 

The Cobblers’ problems started a few 
years ago when they took a £10.25 mil¬ 
lion loan from Northampton Borough 
Council to redevelop Sixfields stadi¬ 
um, and in particular the East Stand. 

But when work was halted twice - 
because the companies contracted to 
oversee the development had failed to 
pay the builders - fans were left watch¬ 
ing home games in front of a ghost 
stand.

Problems then snowballed as debts 
mounted, and when the club suffered a 
huge blow in the shape of a winding-up 
order by Revenue and Customs for 
unpaid taxes; Northampton Town 
were weeks away from going into 
administration. 

Soon, weeks became days, and with 
the club heading towards extinction 
and staff not being paid, manager 
Chris Wilder decided enough was 
enough and poured his emotions out 
in a post-match interview, calling for 
chairman David Cardoza to sell. 

Two days later, Wilder’s speech did 
the trick and ex-Oxford chairman 
Kelvin Thomas bought the 
club. Since then, it has been 
plain sailing, with the club 
now free of their debt and 
closing in on their first 
league title since winning 
the old fourth division in 
1986-87. 

Last week, nearly 2,000 
seats were finally installed in 
the East Stand. 

Chairman, Mr Thomas, said: “It has 
gone exceptionally well really. A lot of 
work has gone into it. We are pleased 
with where we are at. 

“When you come in, you hope things 
go well, you try and put plans in place, 
and it’s very pleasing when things 
happen and you get the success that 
we have managed to get. 

“We have still got a line to cross, but 
we certainly won’t complain about 
what’s happened in recent months.” 

An investigation by Northants Police 
into the alleged misuse of the loan to 
the club is ongoing. Ex-chairman 
Cardoza was arrested and bailed in 
January as part of the probe.

People to ‘fight’ 
power plant plan

Residents have teamed up with the Green 
Party to oppose a plan to build a gasification 
power plant. 

Those against the scheme, which has been 
earmarked for the Westbridge Depot in 
Northampton, believe there are a number of 
reasons to turn the application down. 

Their concerns include: it’s an incinerator, it 
could reduce recycling and waste resources; it 
could create toxic emissions and hazardous 
ash; the air quality in the St James area is 
already poor; and lorry movements will 
increase. 

Tony Clarke, a member of the Green Party in 
Northampton, said: “We shall fight this every 
step of the way. 

“We want to delay it until the company miss 
out on the government grants and walk away 
from the project. 

“There are a number of these projects 
planned in the country and only so many 
grants. We are confident we can get this 
project called in by a planning inspector as 
others have been called in other parts of the 
country.” 

This week, artist impressions of what the 
plant could look like have been unveiled by 
Rolton Killbride, a collaboration between 
Northamptonshire based Rolton Group and 
Kilbride Infrastructure. 

These will form part of the planning applica¬ 
tion which the company hopes it can submit 
to Northamptonshire County Council by the 


end of the month. By building this plant, 
which will measure 40-45 metres in length 
and have a stack of 80m high, Rolton Killbride 
wants to create the first of its kind decentral¬ 
ised, off the grid centre which would produce 
its own power to sell to businesses in the 
Northampton Enterprise Zone and house¬ 
holds in the St James and Spring Boroughs 
areas. 

This new heat the proposed energy centre 
would use is described as ‘a modern Advanced 
Conversion Technology (ACT) process called 
gasification, where non-recyclable waste is 
baked at 850 degrees centigrade, resulting in 
much cleaner power and heat with sizeable 
savings on landfill tax and associated cost’. 

If given the go-ahead the facility would take 
between two and a half to three years to be 
built and is expected to be ready by 2020. It 
would create 25 full time jobs with the plant 
running 24 hours a day producing energy. 

Peter Rolton, director of Rolton Kilbride said: 
“We are dealing with people’s concerns about 
noise, pollution and traffic. 

“What we are now doing with these plans is 
talking about specifics. This is all part of the 
detailed planning application. 

“The scheme will be beneficial as it will 
produce energy which can be used by the 
whole town and also sold by the company to 
businesses.” 

The company hopes to submit the planning 
application by the end of the month and 
thinks it can bid for the government grants in 
November/December. It will hear in January 
if it has been successful and would aim to 
start building the plant in spring 2017.

Tata steel story shows 
being in EU costs jobs 

With the news that steel making in 
Port Talbot, about the last major 
steel works in the UK, is likely to end 
soon I wonder why we are still being 
told that it is only by being in the EU 
that we can ‘safeguard’ jobs? We are 
told ‘three million’ jobs depend on 
being ‘in’ but this has long since 
been shown to be a nonsense. In a 
truth which can be easily demon¬ 
strated, it is being in the EU which 
costs jobs. EU state aid rules make 
helping any British industry by our 
government illegal whether this be 
by grant, loan or tax breaks as it 
would “distort competition in a way 
that is harmful to citizens and com¬ 
panies in the EU” and thus the UK 
government, be it Conservative or 
Labour, are unable to help while we 
remain in the EU. The other is that 
in 1975 the UK surrendered all rights 
to stop the ‘dumping’ of cheap prod¬ 
ucts on UK markets, something we 
could only end by leaving the EU 
and retaking our seat at the World 
Trade Organisation. Again, regard¬ 


less of the Party in “No. 10”, we could 
not have prevented the Chinese off¬ 
loading their steel onto us under the 
existing regulations. 

Currently, three new ships are 
being built for the Royal Navy and 
hundreds of new tanks and other 
vehicles, for the Army. These are 
being built by foreign, not British, 
steel because EU procurement regu¬ 
lations mean the Ministry of 
Defence cannot show a preference 
for our steel. At a time when British 
plants are closing, our Government 
is forced by rules made in Brussels 
to turn its back on our steel produc¬ 
ers. Worse is to come if we remain 
in. The EU Energy Directive 2020 
will add an additional 40 percent to 
the cost of electricity as it forces the 
UK industry towards inefficient, 
unreliable and very expensive forms 
of energy. 

Outside the EU we could have pre¬ 
vented much of this with short term 
loans or other temporary assistance 
to the steel industry and also by 
removing the high costs of fuel to 
industry make our steel much less 
expensive on the world markets.

It will not attract 
good teachers. 
Academies can ignore 
national agreements 
and change teachers’ 
terms and conditions. 
We have a national 
shortage of teachers 
and head teachers. 

We have issues with 
teacher retention. 
Many existing teachers 
are thinking about 
quitting. 

Why? Because teach¬ 
ing is no longer child 
centred. 

Teachers are having 
to teach a narrowed 
down curriculum, to 
teach to formulas, to 
teach to tests, to spend 
too much time on 
marking. 

The result is stressed 
teachers, stressed chil¬ 
dren and stressed par¬ 
ents. 

I urge schools, teach¬ 
ers, head teachers, gov¬ 
erning bodies to look 
at alternatives within 
the legislation.

Thousands of people will 
line the streets this summer 
when the Aviva Women’s 
Tour rides through the coun¬ 
ty. 

The cost of staging the event 
is £120,000, but it is expected 
the cycle race could inject 
more than £1 million into the 
local economy.

All 16 teams - each made up 
of six riders - will then head 
north and finish in Kettering 
High Street at 2pm. 

It is believed the tour boost¬ 
ed the local economy by £lm 
last year but as the event falls 
on a Sunday this time, rather 
than midweek, council chiefs 
believe it could top that. 

And in Northampton alone, 
Councillor Brandon Eldred, 
the cabinet member for com¬ 
munity engagement, believes 
the 20,000 people who turned 
out for the event in 2014 will 
be doubled. 

Speaking at the launch, he 
said: “This year has been a 
fantastic one for 
Northampton sports wise. 


The Saints are doing well - 
they are in the quarter finals 
this weekend - Northampton 
Town are flying high at the 
top, which is fantastic to see, 
and now we have got the big¬ 
gest cycle race in the country 
coming to Northampton. 

“We can’t really ask for 
much more. 

“It’s a fantastic opportunity 
to showcase our county and 
show people we are here. And 
because it’s on a Sunday I 
think we will double the 
20,000 figure. 

“The Northampton Music 
Festival will also take place 
on the same day, so hopefully 
it will keep people in the town 
and shopkeepers will all ben¬ 
efit from it and the local 
economy will take a boost 
from it on the day. 

“I think it’s going to be great 
for the town.”

Seize the New Day 


‘Steel Town has

The future for hundreds of 
workers in Corby was 
plunged into uncertainty 
last week after Indian steel 
giant Tata confirmed its 
plans to sell its UK assets. 

Despite around 500 jobs at 
the Corby plant hanging in 
the balance, a council leader 
has said there is still reason 
to be hopeful thanks to the 
resilience of the town’s 
workforce. 

The town of Corby, 
famously known as Steel 
Town, was built on steel¬ 
making - an industry which 
transformed the former vil¬ 
lage into a town, thanks to 
an influx of workers from 
Scotland - giving Corby the 
nickname ‘Little Scotland’. 

The industry may have 
slowed down dramatically 
over the past decade, but the 
town saw job losses of an 
even more devastating scale 
when steel production came 
to a grinding halt in 1980, 
resulting in a loss of 20,000 
jobs. 

Tube making in the town 
continued and - in the 
words of the leader of 
Northants County Council - 
the workers ‘pulled togeth¬ 
er’ and ‘adapted’ to newjobs 


in true Corby fashion. 

“When you look back, as I 
can, to the 1980s, when 
8,000 jobs were lost in one 
year - when steel making 
stopped in Corby - everyone 
pulled together and Corby’s 
resilience was just remarka¬ 
ble,” Cllr Jim Harker said. 

“It completely turned 
around its local economy 
from what was 8,000 jobs 
employed in one company, 
divided into 500 small and 
medium sized enterprises. 
Corby people really were 
able to adapt and get stuck 
into that and show it was 
very versatile as a workforce, 
and that’s really important.” 

Because of this, the coun¬ 


cil leader - who is stepping 
down as leader in May - is 
confident that if Corby’s 
Tata Steel plan does close, 
and all 500 jobs are lost, the 
workers will still have rea¬ 
son to be hopeful. 

Cllr Harker continued: “So 
whilst it is very significant 
and we want to do every¬ 
thing that we can to prevent 
it happening [the plant clos¬ 
ing] - if it does happen then 
I am confident that new 
companies can be found 
and existing employers can 
recognise that Corby folks 
are very resilient, very 
adaptable and are an expert 
workforce who they will be 
highly regarded at a time

The Government will 
announce today it is giving 
Northamptonshire County 
Council more than £700,000 
to fill thousands of potholes 
on our roads. 

The cash will come from the 
Government’s Pothole Action 
Fund which was inspired by 
Northampton North MP 
Michael Ellis, who has long 
campaigned for national 
pothole funding. 


Today’s announcement will 
hear that £50m is being 
shared between councils 
across Britain, with nine in 
the East Midlands receiving a 
share of £5.6m, to fix 106,000 
craters this year alone. 

Northants will be given 
£711,000 for this financial 
year, which will allow the 
authority to fill 13,415 
potholes. 

Cllr Michael Clarke, county 
council cabinet member for 
highways, transport and 
environment, said: “We’re 
very pleased to have received 


this additional cash from the 
government. 

“. . .The public recognises 
that the roads require a great 
deal of attention, as surfaces 
have suffered due to under¬ 
investment in the past and 
the cumulative effects of 
severe winters.” 

■ The move comes ahead of 
plans to carry out ‘surface 
dressing’ road repairs in the 
county this summer. 

This process involves spray¬ 
ing hot tar onto the road and 
rolling in chippings.

Ruby is a gem 
when it comes 
to new thinking 

Lawrence John interviews comedian Ruby Wax about 
her new show Frazzled: A Forum for Discussion and 
finds out how she deals with stress and burn out 


The US born comedian, actor and writer, 
Ruby Wax can now be classified as the 
‘female Bill Bryson’ when it comes to her 
new style of show. 

This is not my thought but comes from 
Ruby herself. She did caveat the Bryson 
reference by adding she was not as smart 
as him and was ‘way, way down the 
evolution scale’. 

The reason she can be compared to the 
well known American writer is she has 
embarked on a tour called Frazzled: A 
Forum For Discussion which comes to 
The Lighthouse Theatre, Kettering at 
7.30pm tomorrow. 

The basis for the show comes from Ruby 
gaining her Masters in mindfulness- 
based cognitive therapy from Oxford 
University. She knew she was ‘frazzled’ as 
every three/five years the fog would come 
down and she would ‘go out of town’ or 
‘have a turn’ - or a ‘whoopsie’, as her 
parents liked to call it. 

In her book called Frazzled she 
explained: “I chose to study it because I 
had been taken to the cleaners by every 
psychological intervention known to man 
(and woman), from plain vanilla therapy 
(where I talked about how nuts my 
parents were for so long I turned it into a 
one-woman show) to alternative thera¬ 
peutic bizarreties.” 

Interviewing Ruby, the one person I told 
her she reminded me of in the style of 
delivering this material was Bob Newhart. 

This was something which she took as 
high praise and a compliment. 

Like Bob she makes you think, makes 
you listen and listen to all the words 
rather than just waiting for a punch line. 
And by the end you learn a little some¬ 
thing and it makes you think. 

Talking about being frazzled (stressed) 
and its impact on us all she said: “If they 
(people) don’t know they got it they better 
wake up. When they have a heart attack or 
have ulcers then they will wonder how it 
happens. This is when people feel burnt 
out. 

“Not everyone is living at the same 
speed and when people feel down they try 
to work harder and go faster which leads 
to more stress. 

“Before they used to finish work and go 
home and relax with the family but now 
everything is integrated and seeps into 
your skin. There is too much information. 

“People live at their own pace and even 



those couch potatoes struggle as they are 
struggling to get off the sofa when they 
know they should.” 

Ruby explained in her last show, Sane 
New World, of which she did 180 perfor¬ 
mances, that when she met members of 
the audience afterwards they recognised 
the traits she had been talking about in 
the show, in themselves. 

She explained the new show offered 
people a chance to look at the problem, 
discuss it in a humorous way and then be 
able to look at the solution and solve their 
own issues in a self help kind of way. 

Ruby said she found it amazing while 
she was studying at Oxford that science 
had a solution to people being frazzled, 
adding: “Discovering and learning about 
neuroplasticity (the brain’s ability to reor¬ 
ganise itself by forming new neural 
connections throughout life) was like 
finding out the world was round and not 
flat.”

ACTRESS Dora Bryan forged a 
70-year career on the stage and 
screen, starting out playing ditzy 
blondes and moving onto dotty 
old ladies. 

In old age she popped up both 
in Victoria Wood’s sitcom 
Dinnerladies as well as Thora 
Hird’s sister Aunt Ros 
Utterthwaite in Last of the 
Summer Wine. She also had a 
memorable turn in Ab Fab as 
June Whitfield’s on-screen friend 
Dolly. 

It’s easy to forget that she was 
a respected actress early on, 
winning a BAFTA best actress 
award for her performance in 
the film A Taste Of Honey. 

Bryan, who died in 2014 aged 91, 
was once Britain’s highest-paid 
showbusiness star, even counting 
Noel Coward, among her ardent 
fans. 

During one break from 
performing, she concentrated on 
running a hotel in Brighton, 
which she later converted into a 
block of flats, returning to 


pantomime when she and her 
family were almost bankrupt 
and she needed the money. 

The hotel in Marine Parade on 
Brighton’s seafront, was used as 
an exterior location in the films 
Carry On Girls and Carry On at 
Your Convenience. Although she 
was forced to sell most of it 
during hard times, Bryan kept a 
flat on the first floor for years.

A beauty 
on the 
beach 



IF YOU do like to be beside the 
seaside, these wacky beach huts 
could be even more of an 
attraction. They were the 
winning designs in an 
international search to find 
alternatives to the traditional 
wooden boxes found along the 
British coast. 

A group of students with 
learning difficulties designed 
one of the winning entries - a hut 
clad in ceramic tiles - while four 
others were dreamt up by 
professional architects from 
around the world. All five 64sq ft 
designs will be built along 
Eastbourne seafront near the 
town’s pier later this summer. 
Some will be used for beachfront 
kiosks, while others will be 
rented out to beach-goers. 

The council currently has 87 
huts and 69 brick-built chalets 
and plans to build another 20 


traditional beach huts. It lets its 
large beach huts out for £800 a 
year, while the brick-built 
chalets cost residents nearly 
£3,000. 

But the cost of cosying up on 
the beach elsewhere in the 
country in a bijou hut could have 
you choking on your Mr Whippy. 
Last year, one on remote 
Mudeford Spit in Christchurch, 
Dorset, went up for sale at 
£250,000. With just 138sq ft of 


accommodation, it had a fitted 
kitchen, although no running 
water, and could sleep six. 

And a one-bedroom wooden 
beach shack in Seasalter, 
Whitstable, had an eye-watering 
£225,000 price tag. While it had 
great views of the bay towards 
the Isle of Sheppey, across 
Seasalter Marshes and the 
surrounding countryside, the 
new owner could only use it for 
11 months of the year.

You might think they had 
nothing in common, but these 
two iconic British figures both 
lived at this idyllic country pile. 


Stones drummer Brian Jones 
and Christopher Robin Milne, 
aka Christopher Robin, have 
also left their mark on 
Cotchford Farm. The pool 
where 27-year-old Jones 
drowned in 1969 while under 
the influence of drink and drugs 
is still here, along with the 
panes of coloured glass he 
installed inside the house, while 
there’s a statue in the garden of 
Christopher Robin and a 
sundial with the engraving: 
“This warm and sunny spot 
belongs to Pooh, And here he 
wonders what it’s time to do.” 


Milne’s father, Pooh creator 
AA Milne, bought the property 
in 1924 as a country retreat for 
his family, who lived here for 
more than 30 years. Fourteen 
years later, Jones planned to use 
it as a country retreat and 
started doing renovation work, 
but died a few months after 
buying it. 

The 16th-century Grade II 
listed country house close to 
Ashdown Forest in East Sussex 
is set in 9.5 acres, with the 100 
Acre Wood and Pooh Sticks 
bridge just down the road. 

With six bedrooms and four 
reception rooms it has loads of 
original features - exposed 
timbers and beams, oak framed 
windows, and flagstone and 
polished brick flooring. There’s 
also a grand oak panelled 
dining room, with gardens, 
paddock, and woodland. It’s on 
the market for £1.895m.

THEY say an Englishman’s 
home is his castle, and for 
Francis Shaw it is certainly true. 

The architect first came across 
his would-be house as a 
schoolboy during a summer 
holiday and found it again 30 
years later when the ancient 
monument was in terminal 
decline. After 60 years of 
dereliction, the ground floor was 
filled with 12 feet of rubble, 40ft 
trees were growing inside it and 
virtually everything, except the 
walls, had gone. 

Shaw decided to fulfil a 
boyhood ambition of living in a 
castle, so he and wife Karen 
forked out £100,000 for the 
moss-covered ruin in 2004. Their 
bold, budget-busting restoration 
took more than two years and 
another £720,000 to resurrect it - 
but won the admiration of TV’s 
Kevin McCloud. 

Peel Castle at Hellifield near 
Skipton in Yorkshire started life 
as a wooden Saxon hall house, 
while the main house dates from 
the 1300s, and was built by one of 


the last Templar Knights, Sir 
John Harcourt. 

All the Shaw’s hard work paid 
off, as when it featured on 
Channel 4’s Grand Designs show 
in 2007 and again in 2009, 
presenter McCloud declared it 
one of this favourite projects. 

It’s got grand reception rooms, 
dining room, dining kitchen, 
study, seven bedrooms, eight 
bathrooms and a penthouse 


apartment. It also boasts a 
ground source heat pump, which 
means the castle is fuel efficient 
and not reliant on oil. 

The Shaws have run their 
eco-friendly castle as a 
successful boutique B&B in 
recent years, but have now 
decided to up-sticks, so it could 
be yours for £1.65m.

THE Jimi Hendrix Experience’s 
high octane stage act, with the 
dentally dextrous Hendrix 
setting his guitar on fire, sent 
audiences wild. 

For a few years in the late ‘60s, 
the band enjoyed sell-out tours 
and frantic recording sessions, 
creating inventive and inspired 
music. But despite earning huge 
amounts of money during their 
career, rock legend Jimi Hendrix 
and his bandmates saw very 
little of it thanks to their 
unscrupulous manager. 

Bass guitarist Noel Redding 
backed Hendrix on his 1967 
debut album Are You 
Experienced, and for ten years 
kept a detailed business diary 
that included schedules of every 
place the group played. He fell 
out with Hendrix and left the 
band in 1970 but never enjoyed 
the same success - not helped by 
his drug addiction. He spent a lot 
of his later years trying to get 
his fair share of royalties; in 1974 
Redding signed away any future 
royalties from the famous group 
for $100,000 and complained that 


he even had to sell the bass 
guitar he famously used for 
$16,000. 

He retired to Ireland and died 
aged 57 in 2003 but Redding, who 
was from Folkestone, once lived 
in Tudor Cottage Aldington, 
Kent.

The second generation Kia 
cee’d now has more to offer in 
the Focus and Astra-dominated 
family hatchback class, thanks to 
a wider range of engines, higher 
specifications and a smarter 
look, both inside and out. 

As before, there’s a choice of 
five-door hatch, Sportswagon 
estate and pro_cee’d coupe 
bodystyles and all benefit from 
better efficiency and refinement. 

Under the bonnet, the key 
news here is the introduction of 
Kia’s latest 1.0-litre T-GDI turbo 
petrol direct injection engine. 

Most cee’d buyers though, 
want a diesel and most will want 
the more efficient, higher-tech 
1.6-litre CRDi unit. 

Whether you choose to order 
this car in five-door hatchback, 
Sportswagon estate or pro_ 
cee’d coupe guise, you should 
feel that in improved second 
generation form, it certainly 
looks more purposeful. 

At the front, it retains Kia’s 
hallmark ‘tiger-nose’ grille, along 
with wraparound headlamps and 
integrated fog lamps. 

Changes include a more 
angular and wider bumper, 
with chrome trim around the 
fog lamps, and a smarter oval¬ 
shaped grille mesh. A similar 


change has been made to the 
rear of the cee’d, with reshaped 
bumpers, sporty-looking reflec¬ 
tors and LED lamps. 

Inside, the fascia layout remains 
neat, though there are still rather 
a lot of buttons. The asymmet¬ 
ric, driver-focused dashboard 
looks classier, receiving flashes of 
chrome while the central fascia 
panel is now finished in a high 
quality, anti-scratch gloss black 
for a more premium look. Other 
chrome highlights have also been 
added to the cabin. 

Out back, as before, there’s a 
boot that’s 20 per cent bigger 
than that of a Ford Focus and 10 
per cent bigger than a Volkswa¬ 
gen Golf. 

There are family hatch folk 
who’ll want more powerful 
engines or more dynamic 
handling than this car can offer. 
But, we’d suggest, many more 
will enjoy this improved Kia’s 
sharp looks, impressive quality, 
class-leading practicality and low 
running costs. 

True, the asking prices may 
be a little higher than you might 
expect from a South Korean 
brand, but don’t judge them 
until you’ve tried the product, 
a confident design from a very 
confident brand.

Promotion for Northampton Town this 
season is a near certainty, but their 
manager Chris Wilder is keen for the 
Cobblers to get themselves over the line as 
soon as possible. 

They could be up as early as Saturday 
and, unlike last week’s match against Notts 
County which ended in a 2-2 draw, their 
result will be the only one that matters. 

If they beat Bristol Rovers at Sixfields, 
Town will be playing League One football 
next season, no matter how well any of the 
teams around them do, and a seven-year 
spell in English football’s fourth tier will be 
coming to an end. 

While Ricky Holmes’ penalty against the 
Magpies extended their unbeaten run in 
the league to 18 games, they have been 
getting the points in singles recently, 
having drawn their last two matches. 

Wilder said: “I just want to get it over the 
line as soon as [possible]. We’ve put our¬ 
selves in a fantastic position. 

“Our previous 10-game form was out of 
this world, but in the last 10 games we’ve 
still picked up 20 points - two points a 
game. We’re in good nick still. 

“The games have been knocking them¬ 
selves down and now, which we have 
always wanted, we want to be in a position 
that, whatever result we pick up, we gain 
automatic promotion and we’ve got that 
opportunity on Saturday.” 

While there was no League Two Manager 
of the Month nomination for Chris Wilder 
this month (after winning three of the 
-previous four awards), midfielder John- 


Joe O’Toole is up for the Player of the Month 
gong. 

It has been an outstanding campaign for 
O’Toole, who started it on the transfer list, 
but he hasn’t looked back since scoring on 
his recall against AFC Wimbledon in late 
September. 

He’s been a key figure in Northampton’s 
promotion push by scoring 11 goals this 
season in what has been a tremendous 
turnaround in fortunes for the 27-year-old. 

Wilder said: “We work as a staff, but the 
biggest compliments should go to the play¬ 
er for the way he’s got himself out of a 
pretty poor position. 


“He had a decision to make and he made 
that decision to get himself right, to get his 
head right, to get physically right and to put 
in the time and miles in the gym. 

“Then when he got on to the pitch, he gave 
himself the opportunity to play because 
there’s never been any doubt about his 
ability. He just needed the other things to 
go with it. 

“When he does stick it all together - off 
the pitch he makes sure he’s right and on 
the pitch he plays like he has done for us 
this season - he’s a top player and I doubt if 
there’s a better centre midfielder in this 
division this year.” 



Town face promotion 
tussle with Pirates

Northampton are on course for a promotion 
showdown with third-placed Bristol Rovers 
after a 2-2 draw against Notts County last 
weekend. 

A win for Chris Wilder’s swashbuckling Town 
over the Pirates this Saturday would signal 
automatic promotion for the Cobblers. 

Yet, beating boom club Rovers, recently 
acquired by a Jordanian billionaire, will be 
easier said than done given Town have drawn 
their last two games. 

Northampton were left to rue more poor 
defending which let a competent County side 
leave Sixfields with a point last Saturday. 

Weak positioning from Zander Diamond 
allowed Thierry Audel a 32nd minute free 
header, which cancelled out Ricky Holmes’ 
volleyed wonder goal four minutes earlier. 

Mark Cooper’s previously under-performing 
County were another side to raise their game 
against top-of-the-table Town and the team in 
blue took the lead via a 72nd minute Jon Stead 
penalty. Danny Rose had tripped Stead in the 
box, highlighting Northampton’s nerves with 
promotion so tantalisingly close. 

Gladly for the Cobblers faithful at a sold-out 
Sixfields, man of the match Holmes was award¬ 
ed a penalty of his own by referee Ben Toner on 
76 minutes. Holmes has run the Town show on 
his own recently and slotted the ball past Scott 
Loach for the equaliser with ease. 

Town boss Wilder will undoubtedly be 
considering reverting back to the tried and 
tested 4-2-3-1 formation against a Bristol 
Rovers side whose midfield is not their strong¬ 
est area. Northampton’s current generic 4-4-2 
line-up lacks the counter attacking pace and 
back-to-front vigour that made Town so potent 
in the first half of the season. 

Town always raise their game against the 
better sides and there is no greater incentive 
than gaining automatic promotion with a win. 

Dead men tell no tales and Northampton 
must put the Pirates to the sword in what looks 
to be the game of the day in League Two. 


Thomas excited by stand developments 


For the first time in nearly two years, 
the East side of Sixfields was populated 
by supporters last Saturday for 
Northampton’s game with Notts 
County, much to the delight of Cobblers 
chairman Kelvin Thomas. 

An extra 1,924 seats are now in place 
after what has been a drawn-out rede¬ 
velopment that, in a way, brought about 
Thomas’ takeover of the club in 
November. 

It has been a happy four months since, 
with the club finally moving forward 
again off the pitch and the team on the 
brink of promotion on it and Sixfields 
becoming a four-sided ground once 
more has been a most welcome sight. 

With Phase One of the stand’s comple¬ 
tion now accomplished, thoughts have 
already turned to what happens next to 
the hospitality and concourse areas. 

Thomas (pictured right ) said: “It’s 
been really exciting - I think watching 
the highlights show especially on 
Saturday night and seeing the game 
and not realising that there is a build¬ 
ing site behind it made it really good. 

“We’ve got some meetings coming up 


in the next few weeks and we’ve got to 
talk about what we’re trying to do, look¬ 
ing at designs and looking at ideas. 

“The key was to get the stand open, 
the key was to get some seats back in 
there. It’s what we identified early on, 
it’s what a lot of people wanted and we 
were able to achieve that in probably a 
shorter timeframe than we thought. 

“Again, it’s a big project the next stage 
and we’re not going to rush it. We’re 
going to make sure we get it right.” 

Northampton have the chance to 
confirm promotion this weekend and 
are near certainties to win the League 
Two title, something Thomas believes 
would be richly deserved. 

He said: “I think at this point, that’s 
what the goal is. I think the goal has 
been that for a few weeks now and it 
would take a monumental effort from 
three other teams now - they’ve basi¬ 
cally got to win every game and we 
know how difficult that can be. 

“But I think the team deserves it and I 
think they’re going to be pretty much 
confirmed as the best team in the 
league.”

Crook and Keogh 
doubtful for opener 

Northamptonshire’s already thin squad 
looks set to be weakened after it emerged 
that Steven Crook and Rob Keogh are 
doubtful for the opening game of their 
County Championship against Sussex. 

Neither were able to take part in their 
final warm-up game of pre-season 
against Oxford MCCU, which makes the 
impending return of South African pair 
Rory Kleinveldt and Richard Levi all the 
more important. 

Northants captain Alex Wakely said: “A 
lot of counties have the option, they can 
rotate, they can bring another playing in 
who’s just as good. We don’t have that 
luxury so we have to try and work with 
what we’ve got.” 

“Crooky doesn’t look great, he’s got a bit 
of a shoulder problem, I don’t quite know 
the full extent of it but he wasn’t fit to play 
in this game and I don’t know about 
Sunday. 

“Rob’s probably similar, he’s very doubt¬ 
ful for Sunday as well, he’s got a back 
problem, at the moment it looks like 
they’re going to be struggling for Sunday. 

“They’ll [Kleinveldt and Levi] be ready 
to go and from what we hear they’re fit 
and ready. We need them to come back in 
and it will be nice to have some fresh legs 
and then, who knows, if we are struggling 
we might look at a loan player but we’ll 
see how we go.” 

Northants finished day two of their 
match at The Parks on 167-3 after wicket¬ 
keeper Adam Rossington struck an 
unbeaten half-century, although there 
was a two-ball duck for Ben Duckett. 

Oxford MCCU had earlier been bowled 
out for 271 with Oily Stone the pick of the 
attack in taking 4-57 while seamer 
Richard Gleeson was also able to take 
three wickets. 

The Northants bowlers were initially 
frustrated after a rain-delayed start to the 
first day as the hosts reached 153-1 just 
after tea, but eight wickets at the expense 
of just 56 runs put them in control.

With no LV= Cup this season, Teimana 
Harrison was worried about whether 
he would get a game with Northampton 
Saints this season. He needn’t have 
been so concerned. 

Instead, the New Zealander has devel¬ 
oped into a key member of Saints’ back 
row and has become a first-choice pick 
for many of their more important 
games of the campaign. 

Admittedly, it has come partially as a 
result of the shoulder injury that has 
prevented Calum Clark from playing 
this season, but the 23-year-old 
deserves credit for how he has seized 
his opportunity. 

Harrison has stood out with his all¬ 
action displays that see him often fin¬ 
ish close to the top of the tackle count 
and provide nuisance value at the 
breakdown, where he often pilfers pos¬ 
session. 

His form first started being recog¬ 
nised when he was voted as the 
Premiership’s Forward of the Month in 
January and members of the national 
press are now discussing him as a 
potential England international, as he 
qualifies on residence. 

When asked about his rise this sea¬ 
son, Harrison said: “It’s been unex¬ 
pected, I thought without the LV= Cup I 
wouldn’t get much game time, but luck¬ 
ily people have been injured. 

“It’s been nice playing week in week 
out and getting more confident every 
week. 

“All the boys have been helping me 
out and teaching me my role. It’s my 


first year playing at number 8 since 
high school, so Sam Dickinson has 
been helping me out massively as has 
Jon Fisher, so everything has been real¬ 
ly good.” 

There aren’t many players in the 
Premiership that have improved as 
rapidly as Harrison has this season as 
he has learned his trade in the field of 
battle in what has been a full-on cam¬ 
paign. 

He has felt his game has come on in 
several areas, saying: “I’m better with 
my positioning through the game and 
I’m picking my battles, not running 
around being stupid all the time.” 

Harrison also came up against a play¬ 
er he grew up watching in Saints’ match 
against Wasps last Sunday when he was 
faced with legendary Australian flank¬ 
er George Smith. 

Smith has shown at the age of 35 that 
you never lose it and Harrison enjoyed 
the experience, saying: “I grew up 
watching him on TV, back when he was 
the best in the world, so playing against 
him you find out where you are and 
what you need to work on.” 

His performances haven’t gone unno¬ 
ticed by Northampton director of rugby 
Jim Mallinder, who believes Harrison 
can still improve further as he contin¬ 
ues to establish himself. 

Mallinder said: “Teimana has been a 
revelation for us. You lose someone like 
Calum Clark, who’s not played a game 
for us all season unfortunately and 
when you lose someone like that you 
need someone to step up. 

“It’s been an opportunity for Teimana 
to come into the team and we didn’t 
really see him as an 8 - he’s played on 
the flank and at 8 for us and some of his 
ball-carrying and some of his turno¬ 
vers have been fantastic.”

Northampton Saints face the daunting task 
of travelling to Saracens for the quarter 
finals of the Champions Cup on Saturday, 
but director of rugby Jim Mallinder is 
hoping they can maintain their excellent 
record at Allianz Park. 

In four league visits since Sarries moved to 
their new home in 2013, Saints have come 
away with the victory three times, including a 
20-15 win as recently as March. 

But this will be a different challenge to what 
they faced last month as Saracens have since 
welcomed back England internationals 
George Kruis, Maro Itoje, Owen Farrell and 
the Vunipola brothers and have looked back 
to their best in the last few weeks. 

Mallinder said: “Our record there is good - 
it’s a difficult place to play. We know the qual¬ 
ity of Saracens and I think their senior play¬ 
ers, in particular, are all playing well and 
they’re a well-coached, well-organised side. 

“It’s going to be tough and you’ve got play¬ 
ing down there as well, which is a plastic 
pitch, often it’s windy and blowing one way so 
you’ve got to get to grips with those condi¬ 
tions. But it’s something we’ve done in the 
past and hopefully we can do it again.” 

Northampton go into the game with several 
injury worries, with as many as four players 
- Dylan Hartley, Luther Burrell, Kieran 
Brookes and Lee Dickson - in danger of miss¬ 
ing out due to concussions. 

Mallinder admitted after last Sunday’s 28-6 
defeat to Wasps that he’s never known a 
previous time where his squad had suffered 
so many head injuries in such a short period. 


He was unable to commit to any of them 
returning this weekend, saying: “It was a 
brutal game [at Wasps] and we picked up 
quite a few knocks, to be honest, so we’ve had 
a quiet week resting the players. 

“Saracens have got that advantage of a two- 
day extra break in terms of their turnaround 
after playing on the Friday night so we’re 
having to look after them, but we know by 
Saturday we’ll have a competitive team. 

“We’ve got four head injuries and they’re all 
going through their return-to-play protocols, 


so you don’t quite know how that’s going to 
turn out this week.” 

Saracens go into the match as favourites, 
but Saints have defied the odds in European 
competition before - as Ulster and Leinster 
can attest - and Mallinder doesn’t mind his 
side’s status as underdogs. 

He said: “We’ve had a few disappointing 
games where we’ve lost in Europe and we’ve 
responded the week after, so I guess after los¬ 
ing last week we can hopefully see a response 
from the lads and get a good win this week.” 


Monty on his way 
back to Northants

Left-arm spinner Monty Panesar will be 
available to play for Northamptonshire in 
the upcoming County Championship 
season. 

It signals a return to Wantage Road for the 
man capped in 50 Tests, 26 ODIs and one 
T20 by England, six and a half years after he 
left the county to join Sussex at the end of 
the 2009 season. 

Panesar had been without a club after 
leaving Essex at the end of the last cam¬ 
paign and turned to Northants during the 
winter as he looked to recover from shoul¬ 
der surgery. 

The 33-year-old travelled with the county 
on their pre-season tour of Barbados, but it 
was looking unlikely that he would play any 
part for them this season as the playing 
budget for 2016 had already been agreed. 

However, Panesar has been able to 
arrange his own funding, meaning fans of 
Northants could be seeing him in action for 
their side once he is fit again. 

Northants head coach David Ripley said: 
“Monty has worked hard at his fitness 
which is progressing. He joined us on our 
pre-season tour to Barbados of his own 
volition where he fitted in well with the rest 
of the lads. He will now have to prove him¬ 
self for selection.” 

Panesar began his career with Northants, 
making his first-class debut against 
Leicestershire in 2001, but it was his form in 
2005 that was to lead to a huge break¬ 
through. 

He took 48 Championship wickets at an 
average of 21.54 that year and he was to be 
rewarded with an England call-up for their 
tour of India and has taken 167 Test wickets 
since his debut in Nagpur in March 2006. 

His most recent international was the last 
Ashes Test of the 2013/14 series against 
Australia in Sydney and Panesar’s career 
went into decline after with off-the-field 
problems attracting unwanted headlines. 

Northants captain Alex Wakely said: “I 
would be very excited to have Monty as part 
of the squad as his Test pedigree and experi¬ 
ence will be really helpful to the rest of the 
lads.” 
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
